Here is tbe picture of “Madame/' the 
beautiful Henrietta Ntoart, yotangwst 
•daughter of Charles I., who married 
the Duke of Orleans. The features 
weem hard and the expression some¬ 
what cold and sjately. She would ap¬ 
pear a woman more of brain than ten¬ 
derness. in reality she had a sparkling 
wit. with ^iat wonderfal gift of per¬ 
sonal magnetism—“All men loved and 
most women adored her,” wrote a gal¬ 
lant Frenchman in bis memoirs.- 
Life In the French court was a con- 
tigyal round of pleasure. And the days 
were passed in ballets and theatricals. 
In the morning madame would drive 
-out with her ladles, to be escorted on 
rbetr return by King Louis XIV. and 
his court on horseback. After sapper 
they would all drive out, accompanied 
by Lulli’s violins, to watch the moon¬ 
light on tbe water and talk tbe moon¬ 
shine of lovers. , 

Five years later madame was the 
king's trusty adviser and the only me¬ 
dium of communication between him 
and her brother, Charles II. It wqa In 
-the spring of 1670 that she brought 
about that secret treaty of Dover that 
-made Charles a Homan Catholic and 
plugged England into war with Hoi*

That was tbe summit of madame’s 
power. The sequel was ghastly and 
dramatic. A few weeks later she was 
-at St Cloud in the flush of high spirits 
at her success. A glass of Iced chicory 
water was brought at her request and 
-abe drank It off qnieklj. Five minutes 
later madams was no more. All tbe 
powqf of her fascination and beauty 
waawn^ed by a secret poison. ,.,

IB Its simplest form an earthquake 
Indicator might be a tray with notched 
edges so filled with mercury that a 
shaking of tbe earth would cause an 
overflow in tbe direction of tbe move¬ 
ment In the Instrument used by sci¬ 
ence the pendulum is employed, verti¬ 
cal by some Italians, horizontal by tbe 
Japanese, English, most European and 
American observers. A movement of 
the earth affects everything but the 
pendulum, which is so freely bung as 
to remain stationary, and a recording 
device makes the result visible. Of old 
with tbe vertical pendulum a sharp 
point drew the profile of the move¬ 
ments on a blackened surface. pboto- 
gr&pblc paper In moving strips serves 
tbe modern Instruments. 

The horizontal pendulum turns on a 
vertical axis and carries at Its extrem¬ 
ity a heavy weight which earth shock
